It is also, our aim to form a 
more nearly perfect union among the 
teachers and the people at large, to 
defend their interest, to suggest to the 
authorities what we think best in regard 
to our duties, to give them as much 
assistance as possible and to love that 
sweet and noble thing in the world, 
juitice. 

A good educational journal at these

In addition to the 
number required at the beginning of 
the year other appointments may be 
made from time, to time So that a 
person that can not leave the States in 
April can leave latter.
